Proclamation Would Be 


Issued Instantly By 


Pres. Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. C—(AP) 


—A presidential proclamation de- 
claring a "national emergency" 
and bringing sweeping executive 
powers into action to steady con- 
ditions was reported authorita- 
tively today to be the first ad- 
ministration move planned if the 
Supreme court rules adversely on 
the gold cases. 


Such a proclamation, it was un- 


derstood, would follow the oourt's

pending legislative remedies. 


That a proclamation forms part 


of the legal preparations which 
have occupied treasury and jus-

Tuesday afternoon was taken up 
with the consideration of S. F. 97 
and 98, two Omaha bills relating 
to pensions for retired members 
of that city's fire department, 
their widows and other depend- 
ents.

for passage, including a proviso to 
bar adopted children of firemen's 
widows from receiving any bene- 
fits. Department members are re- 
quired to contribute 2 per cent of 
thier wages during periods of ser- 
vice to the pension fund. The top 
limit on payments to beneficiaries 
is cut from $75 a month to $50. 


The senate also advanced to 


third reading S. F. 50, which 
raises the annual license renewa! 
fee lor optometrists from $1 to 
$3, the extra $2 to go to the ex- 
aming board of that profession.

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CHURCHILL AT SIXTY 


"117E HAVE so much more than any other na- 
" tion to lose," Winston Churchill writes in his 


engrossing first installment of the story of his life, 
now appearing under the title "My Life." 


"All the 
decent freedom and tolerance of ou>- 


island life, all that wonderful structure of domin- 
ions and authority our ancestors built up, and 
which our generation valiantly has sustained, seem 
to me to stand on foundations which are at the 
present 
time 
increasingly precarious. There is 


one class who say: 'All this empire stuff is out o' 
date. 
Let everyone 
self- determinate how he 


pleases.' There is another class who say: 'Who 
cares for liberty? What we want is dictatorial au- 
thority, some wonderful strong man who would or- 
der us all about should be substituted for our con- 
stitution.' 


"But I am against all this. I am for a limited 


monarchy and a free parliament and the undoubt- 
ed glorious right of every true Briton to criticise 
any government of which he is not a member. I 
do not know whether this is conservatism or lib- 
eralism." 


With that uncanny touch which made Winston 


Churchill not only an outstanding British states- 
man, a distinguished "diplomat, and also a glow- 
ing figure as a writer and a novelist, in the story 
of his life he speaks early of those things about 
which men are thinking. For men are thinking the 
thoughts which come from Mr. Churchill. 


Whither the route? Is it up over the mountains 


into unexplored areas or does it lead along the 
well beaten path of the familiar river valley? 
Each day the question is precipitated in the minds 
of both men and women, by these swiftly chang- 
ing events, by the disappearance of old faces and 
the appearance of new, by unforeseen and unan- 
ticipated currents which project new crises 'and 
new thought. And Mr. Churchill speaks not as 
the adventuresome youth who dreamed romance 
in empire building, whose pulse quickened when- 
ever he permitted thoughts of his own beloved 
country to wander along the highways of the earth. 
He spoke as a man of sixty, tempered and made 
cautious by the storms through-which he passed. 


It is only natural that he should look back upon 


the reflected glory of the past. At sixty, one is 
very apt to do that. 
One is very likely to see 


greater beauty in glancing back over the should- 
ers than in attempting to penetrate 
what lies 


ahead. Familiarity breeds a brand of loyalty and 
appreciation. The things we like best are those 
which we know better. The things upon which 
we are unable to pass judgment or to make up 
our minds are those with which we have had lit- 
tle or no contact. Ever the world has been like 
this. 


But of those profound changes which Churchill 


mentions—the distaste for representative institu- 
tions, for freedom, for democracy, or for constitu- 
tional government, and the increasing hunger for 
strong men upon whom weary bodies may place 
their weight—are neither new nor novel. 


It has happened before; it will happen again, so 


long as the flesh is weak and the mind change- 
able. The whole history of liberty presents the 
same fluctuating arc which characterizes the eco- 
nomic march of nations and people. There are 
times of high prosperity and sharp 
depression. 


There are years when the spirit 
and flame of 


freedom burn brightly, and there are years when 
they go into eclipse. 


This is not to discount the seriousness of the 


problems which confront not only the American 
people, but all civilized nations. 
With but short 


breathing spaces, always they have been serious. 
There is something in humanity which hopes for 
better things. And that spark tends to spur people 
on, to goad them into action, to force them to set 
their pegs just a little higher than before, to hope 
and to endeavor to achieve improved standards and 
higher ideals. And then they weary of the strug- 
gle. Within the last twenty years, this has taken 
place in the United States. We were swept for- 
ward in an irresistible surge of idealism and lib- 
eralism under Woodrow Wilson. We dreamed 
high dreams of progressive government in the 
earlier years of his administration and then en- 
larged the horizon to include a world freed of war. 
All of these dreams came down with a smash and 
deliberately we turned our backs upon them. We 
dreamed 
magnificent castles of the abolition of 


poverty and of the dawn of a new economic era in 
America, in which all would be prosperous 
and 


Jiappy. That was blown into a thousand bits with 
an explosion heard around the world. And out 
of it, we dreamed another of social equality and 
economic stability and even today many are shak- 
ing their heads and in some places, snapping and 
snarling. 


But the march is forward. And in spite of. all 


the seeming contradictions, the failures, and the 
disappointments, the world itself has surged for- 
ward irresistibly, although the players on the stage 
at any given designated period cannot see the ac- 
tion taking place. 
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part of it overflowed on ill of the AAA program 


Yet the fact remains that in a season of virtual 


crop failure In every section of the state, the main 
support of the farm in recent months has been the 
checks received under the terms of corn-hog con- 
tracts, and wheat contracts.

Prejudging a Defendant. 


Signing Contracts, 


¥\£SPIT£ the bitter attacks, the early returns

NORMAL people the 
morbidity 
of great 


numbers of others is astonishing almost "be- 


yond belief. 
The extant to which such morbidity 


exists is illustrated by the statement of one of the 
attorneys for Bruno Hauptmann, now being triad 
for the kidnaping and murder of the Lindbergh 
baby. It was stated by the attorney that Haupt- 
man receives from 50 to 75 letters daily, and that 
since his incarceration he has received more than 
a thousand missives. Most of these, it was stat- 
ed are of a sympathetic or encouraging nature, and 
very few of them are condemnatory. 


Of course it would be improper to condemn the 


man on trial before all of the evidence has been 
submitted, but it is just as improper to acquit him 
until such formality has been gone through with. 
These people who have been writing to Haupt- 
man are of that class who are always for the ac- 
cused one. 


They illustrate in a forceful manner the diffi- 


culties which a prosecutor must encounter, espe- 
cially in trying to fasten guilt upon a person be- 
ing tried for a crime which has attracted wide at- 
tention. Not only is it difficult to obtain twelve 
jurors who are "not naturally sympathetic with a 
defendant, but there is that morbidity and hunger 
for notoriety, which impels some persons to desire 
to have a part in the case; to testify for the de- 
fendant. 


Some of these people conjure up stories which 


they teli to defense attorneys fof the purpose of 
being called as witnesses, while some of them, in 
the course of time actually imagine that they have 
seen or heard the things they detail from the wit- 
ness stand. These things of course have a tend- 
ency to confuse conscientious jurors and make the 
task of the prosecutor doubly difficult. 


It is to be hoped that the jury at Flemington is 


made up entirely of clear thinking men and wom- 
en, who will be able to weigh intelligently the evi- 
dence presented by both sides, and that the ver- 
dict will be based entirely thereon, under the di- 
rections of the court.

HpHE appearance of Miss Mary Rogers on the

Fairbury, Neb., Feb. 2f 


To the editor of the Lincoln 


Star: Prof. Condra, state geologist, 
has been kind enough to send me 
several pamphlets on rainfall, soil 
erosion and the effect of civiliza- 
tion upon both, through the indus- 
try of men on former prairie land. 
After carefully reading these, it 
appears to me that a good deal of 
labor, both physical and mental 
has been spent by college profess- 
ors without visible results. - 


I happen to have in my posses- 


sion the rainfall records at Fair- 
bury for the past sixty years. Us- 
ing these records I cannot see 
that rainfall has either increased 
or decreased during that period. 
The conclusions arrived at by 
those whose thinking runs to de- 
tails rather than logic, that culti- 
vating the soil, draining 
the 


marshes, ditching the highways 
and voting the democratic ticket 
has decreased rainfall, is not borne 
out by these tables of monthly 
rainfall in this part of Nebraska 


I can take these figures and 


prove that the past twenty years 
have been drier than the previous 
twenty years. Then I can omit 
1935 and prove that there has been 
no change. Then I can take the 
twenty years beginning in 1887, 
and ending in 1906, and show that 
the first twenty years was drier 
than the last, showing of course, 
that rainfall increased as the old 
•prairie sod was broken, and the 
soil cultivated. Anything can be 
proven by figures if you manipu- 
late them enough. Laboriously two 
professors in the state university, 
according to one of the pamphlets 
cut down through prairie sod that 
they obtained near Lincoln, for 
four feet below the surface and 
carefully 
saving all the 
roots, 


naming each and sifting and wash- 
ing out the dirt, these professors 
found how much the bulk of these 
roots were, compared them with 
the roots of wheat oats and corn. 
Then they seemed to reach the 
conclusion that prairie sod held 
rainfall better than a plowed field. 
Well, they are all wet I have lived 
here for more than 
fifty-four 


years and have seen rain fall on 
prairie sod and on plowed fields 
and the run-off of water from a 
prairie is far greater than Ironj a 
similar plowed field. The erosion. 
of course, is less. Prairie sod, like 
alfalfa sod, tends to erode in the 
narrow, deep ditches, while the 
plowed fields 
wide ditches.

Draws which used to run 
bank full after a 2-inch rain show 
no such tendencies today, plainly 
showing without any intricate pro- 
cess of digging up grass roots, dry- 
ing them and weighing them to a 
gnat's heel. Common sense and 
ordinary observation are sufficient 
to show this. All that the profess- 
ors accomplished was to put in 
their time—give an appearance of 
being very wise and very busy 
but the net results of their work 
is exactly zero. They have proven 
nothing.and their reasoning i* not 
sound. 
^ 


That the climate has changed 


through the work of men on the 
prairies is not proven—my figures 
for more than sixty years show 
that That building ponds, planting 
trees or prayer will change the 
climate is also not proven. All ex- 
perience shows otherwise—no ef- 
fects whatever are produced on 
the climate although there may be 
an increase of peace of mind. 


That rainfall, especially sudden 


and heavy rains, cause more ero- 
sion on plowed land than on the 
prairies is self-evident to anyone 
not entirely foolish in the head— 
it requires no intricate experiment 
or demonstration. That this soil 
erosion can be checked, even en- 
tirely stopped on most farms, is 
also self-evident The 
difficult 


part is to the labor of doing it—it 
is easier to just let the soil slide 
off to the ocean." Or talk about it 
Or write and print pamphlets or 
letters like this. 


So far as I can see the work of 


these-professors, the publishing of 
these pamphlets and the expense 
of it all, is gone without corre- 
sponding values being received in 
return—pure waste. 
So long as 


farms are cultivated by tenants 
there will be erosion, for why 
should a tenant build up a farm 
on which he does not expect to 
stay? So long as the public sale 
bill flourishes annually a large 
percentage of actual dirt farmers 
announce to the world, "Having 
decided to quit farming,"' there 
•will be land erosion. The govern- 
ment as a relief measure, is doing 
some good work on farms pre- 
venting erosion but at an enor- 
mous cost to the taxpayers. It is 
very doubtful if-ihe land saved is 
worth the cost in many places. I 
have in mind the enormous costs 
in Jewell county, Kansas where it 
would appear that the government 
cost of erosion work there was 
greater this year than the value of 
all the crops raised this year in 
Jewell county. 


That eroding land should be al- 


lowed to go back to prairie grass 
is not proven. With the advent of 
the gasoline motor and less use of 
horses, there is no market for the 
prairie hay except during dry 
years when little is raised. That 
much prairie land will produce 
more when plowed up and planted 
to crops, has been 
abundantly 


proven in "the 
past twenty-five 


years since the gasoline motor re- 
duced the demand for prairie grass 
and prairie hay. 


While efforts to prevent erosion 


by the government to increase 
crop production seem commend- 
able, they do not square in thc 
human mind -with government ef- 
forts to reduce crops at the same 
time. Especially •when both are so 
expensive. Taken altogether these 
pamphlets in the light of my sixty 
years weather records and more 
than fifty years observation and

and prohibit the labor of per- 
sons under 18 yers of age. 


Section 2. The power of the 


several states is unimpaired by 
this article, except that the op- 
eration of state laws shall be 
suspended to the extent neces- 
sary to give effect to legislation 
enacted by Congress. 
Has congress done anything 


during the time this amendment 
has been pending that would lead 
the people of this state to believe 
that they could or would do more 
for their children's welfare than 
their own parents would? 


There is no child labor ques- 


tion in Nebraska that is not cov- 
ered by present laws. The form- 
ative period of a chil's life is up 
to the, time he is eighteen years 
old, and if he is not permitted to 
learn habits of^ industry and thrift 
before that time what will he do? 
Ask the juvenile courts in any 
county the reason for the delin- 
quencies of the boys brought be- 
fore them and in most cases the 
answer will be, "too much idle 
time and 
energy not properly 


employed." 


We all remmeber the cases of 


Loeb and Leopold of Chicago. If 
these two bright educated boys 
had been required to do eight 
hours of useful work each day 
instead of having so much leisure 
time I firmly believe that little 
Bobby Franks would still be liv- 
ing and that they.

Distributing Income

Star: There is one thing that the 
people of this country must be 
made to understand. This is that 
an economic system based upon 
the profit system cannot work ex- 
cept in, cycles of depression and 
so-called prosperity unless there 
is a huge foreign market to re- 
lieve us of the surplus over the 
home market. 


Now foreign nations have these 


so-called surpluses of their own, 
leaving ue with a chance to sell 
very little of our products abroad. 
If we must depend upon dispos- 
ing of our products on the home 
market,,the profit system defeats 
us. Of course we want to profit 
by our labors, but do we want 
to profit out of other people's 
labor? 


That ic what I mean by a profit 


system—a system of exploiting 
our fellow men. The working 
population must receive enough 
money in wages to enable them 
to buy back all the working pop- 
ulation has produced. Otherwise 
there will result a surplus over 
the market, although not over the 
needs and desires of the people, 
which in turn spells unemploy- 
ment, giving the people even less 
purchasing power to buy what is 
produced. 


This process k repeated until 


we come to the general unem- 
ployment and depression of today 
when millions of us go hungry 
and ragged while'factories capable 
of producing what we need lay 
idle.

the first time, Col. W. de Basil's 
Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo will 
play to a large crowd at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska the evening of 
Thursday, Feb. 14.

Flandin and Prefect of Police 
Langeron were hissed and jeered 
as they entered and left the re- 
ligious service in memory of the 
19 persons who died a year ago 
today in riots through -ut the city. 


Inside the great church, Flandin 


bowed his head and listened to 
the memorial mass celebrated by 
Cardinal Verdier. In the choir 
stood a flag draped casket sym- 
bolizing all the not dead and to 
them the cardinal granted absolu- 
tion. 


At the close of the solemn rites 


a group of 30 or 40 persons shout- 
ed, "There goes the assassin!" as 
the prefect of police walked down 
the aisle with Premier Flandin 
and approached the church's mas- 
sive doors. They continued to 
shout epithets some of which were 
coupled with Flandin's name, but 
their calls were drowned by the 
noise of the eiccited crowd leaving 
the church. 
^ Outside, a solid barrier of po- 


kept the multitudes away 
lice 
from the steps and protected the 
egress of the premier and the 
others from the house of worship. 
, The fear of an attack on Flan- 
din caused a flurry among the po- 
lice when a man broke through 
their lines and ran toward the 
premier- He was arrested but told 
the authorities he wished only to 
tell the chief of government of the 
country's troubles. He was un- 
armed. 


As the premier's car left, the 


royalist "king's henchmen" shout- 
ed: "France for the French! On 
to the Place de la Concorde! 
Down with the assassins!"

Car To Speedster 


In April 


Opening what is believed to be 


a new era in railroad passenger 
transportation, the Zephyr, crack 
Burlington streamline train, is re- 
gaining business for the road ac- 
cording to a report released here 
Wednesday. 


The Zephyr went to work last 


Nov. 11 taking the place of steam 
trains on a daily roundtrip run 
from Lincoln to Kansas City via 
Omaha. During December the 
speedster carried more than three 
times as many persons as .corre- 
sponding speed trains carried in 
December 1933. Last month the 
increase was 153 per cent. No com- 
parison of November business wa? 
made by the Burlington as it ad- 
mitted a good many curiosity rid- 
ers boosted the business during the 
first few weeks of the trains op- 
eration. 


A fourth car for the Zephyr now 


is under construction and when it 
is added to the train, probably in 
April, it will be able to carry 40 
more passengers. 


The Zephyr now has travelled 


70,000 miles—30,000 for exhibition 
purposes and 40,000 in regular 
scheduled service. 


Two additional speed trains for 


the Burlington now are under con- 
struction and may be placed in 
service about April 1, between 
Chicago and St. Paul.

Collections Jf or the prev- 
ious year were $2,090,947,279. 


All general classes showed in- 


creases. The list was led by ag- 
ricultural adjustment taxes, with 
an upturn of 257 per cent. How- 
ever, this levy was not in effect 
for all of 1933. 


Corporation income tax returns 


jumped 36 per cent with individ- 
ual incomes returning an increase 
of 20 per cent. Miscellaneous in- 
ternal income was up 28 per cent.
